REMARKS 

The claims in the present application have been subjected to 
an Election Requirement as follows: 

The Examiner has required election in the present application 

between: 

Group 1(A), drawn to dicyclopentadiene skeleton-containing 



epoxy resins;

* Group 1(B), drawn to terpene skeleton-containing epoxy 

resins, and 

Group 1(C), drawn to biphenyl skeleton-containing epoxy 
resins; 

Group 11(A), drawn to thermoplastic resin containing a 
copolymer having butadiene as an essential comonomer , and 

Group 11(B), drawn to thermoplastic resin containing a 
polyamide resin. 



Election Response 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, 
Applicants elect, with traverse, Group 1(A), dicyclopentadiene 
skeleton-containing epoxy resins. 
Traversal of Election Requirement 

The above-noted Election Requirement is respectfully 
traversed. First, it is submitted that at least all of the species 
(A) , (B) and (C) should be examined together, since all of these 
species encompass epoxy resins, such that the search and 
examination for all of these species significantly overlaps. Thus, 
there is no significant burden placed upon the Examiner to at least 
examine all of (A) -(C) in Group I. It is further submitted that 
all of the presently pending claims include the species of Group I, 
(A) -(C). In any case, it is submitted that the Office Action fails 
to provide any objective evidence supporting the conclusion that 
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any significant burden is placed upon the Examiner to examine all 
of the subject matter of the presently pending claims, such that 
the Election Requirement should be completely withdrawn.
